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$800,000 Allocated for Local Post 
Office Facility in 1980 Federal Budget

At the regular Greenbelt city 
council meeting on May 21, council 
once again considered the post of¬ 
fice question, which surfaced this 
time as part of a summary of pro¬ 
posed federal capital improvements 
for the National Capital Region 
during fiscal years 1980-85. In this 
summary, the A-95 Review, the post 
office is one of three items includ¬ 
ed on the list for Greenbelt. It 
was referred for council considera¬ 
tion by the National Capital Plan¬ 
ning Commission (NCPC). 

According to the NCPC program 
summary, $800,000 has been desig¬ 
nated in the 1980 Federal Budget 
now pending before Congress for 
“design and construction’' of a re¬ 
placement facility for the Green¬ 
belt Posrt Office. The building, de¬ 
signed for 63 employees, would con¬ 
tain 9,300 square feet of interior 
space. 

The NCPC figures differ from 
those specified in earlier plans for 
the facility which the post office 
proposes to build on Parkway and 
Crescent. Those plans call for 
6,860 square feet of interior space. 
NCPC spokesman David Richards 
felt the discrepancy might be a 
matter of copying the old A-95 Re¬ 
view instead of the present post 
office plans. He explained that the 
post office still needs to submit a 
site and perhaps also an alternate 
site to NCPC for approval. 

Reacting to the language of the 
A 96 Review, which refers to “a 
site,** councilman Charles Schwan 
argued at the Monday night meet¬ 
ing that approval of the post office 
item at this time would be “pre¬ 


mature.” Since the question of 
whether or not the facility could 
feasibly be divided, as Greenbelt 
desires, had not yet been resolved, 
Schwan felt that council should 
take the position that the post of¬ 
fice item should not be approved 
at this time. 

Councilman Richard Castaldi con¬ 
curred. “Any site must be given a 
lot of consideration,” he said. “We 
must be careful with site selection 
or it might not be developed ac¬ 
cording to that plan” — that is, 
with a divided facility. 

But Mayor Richard Pilski was 
concerned that such an expression 
from council might convey the mes¬ 
sage that “we are not interested in 
$800,000. We should at least leave 
the money in there,” he said. 

Schwan disagreed that council 
would appear to be rejecting the 
money. “They’re talking about one 
site for the Greenbelt post office. 
All we’re saying is to complete the 
process of deciding whether the 
site can be split. All We’re saying 
is it’s premature.” 

Advisory Planning Board chair¬ 
man Don Volk supported the view 
that action was premature. Coun¬ 
cil voted to render that opinion to 
the NCPC, but the city manager 
was directed to write a letter of in¬ 
quiry to the USPS concerning the 
status of its study of the economic 
feasibility of a split facility. 

Separation of Services 

In an interview with the News 
Review, Richards called it “an im¬ 
portant turnaround” that postal of¬ 
ficial George Dennison has agreed 
the separation of postal service is 
worth examining. Under such a 
separation, the postal facility to

be built would be a “carrier annex” 
and customer services would re¬ 
main in the center. The “carrier 
annex” would provide employee 
facilities such as lockers and rest¬ 
rooms in addition to a location for 
the mail carrier to sort his route’s 
mail. 

Richards explained that the an¬ 
nex would not be a large “distribu¬ 
tion facility” but would handle only 
one or a portion of one zip code. 
The proposed post office plans are 
to build a new Greenbelt Main Post 
Office, which would be both a car¬ 
rier annex and a Customer Services 
facility. 

At a recent work session between 
the Prince Georges County Plan¬ 
ning Board and the Greenbelt City 
Council, concern was voiced about 
the postal facility. Planning Board 
member Dr, John Churchill felt 
the ideal solution would be one 
distribution facility serving many 
consumer service facilities in 
neighborhood shopping centers. 

The Greenbelt Post Office ques¬ 
tion has also received attention at 
the Congressional level. After re¬ 
ceiving a letter from Mayor Rich¬ 
ard Pilski in late April, Senator 
Paul S. Sarbanes wrote to Post¬ 
master General William F. Bolger 
in support of continued customer 
services in the Greenbelt commer¬ 
cial center. “Maintaining these 
services in a location central 
to the community contributes sig¬ 
nificantly to the continued viabil¬ 
ity and success of smaller urban 
areas,” he noted.

The Metropolitan Council of 
Governments (COG) is asking 
the city of Greenbelt and its res¬ 
idents to join in a new plan to 
conserve energy. In wake of 
President Carter’s recent an¬ 
nouncement of his new energy 
conservation plan, the chief ex¬ 
ecutives of Maryland, Virginia 
and the District of Columbia 
have joined together and signed 
a tri-state agreement to coord¬ 
inate emergency energy conser¬ 
vation plans. 

According to COG’s “Metropoli¬ 
tan Memo,” the major goals of the 
plan are to help conserve fuel, 
maintain adequate levels of trans¬ 
portation services, provide citizens 
information and encourage inter¬ 
state coordination where required. 

The plan, which COG Board 
Chairman Arrington L. Dixon re¬ 
quested be prepared, will be su¬ 
pervised by COG. Included in the 
plan are 13 voluntary actions local 
governments can take. They were 
submitted to Greenbelt for review 
and the city was given 45 days to 
look them over. COG is asking 
Greenbelt to make commitments to 
those actions most relevant to the 
Greenbelt community. 

At the April 2 city council meet¬ 
ing, Councilman Thomas X. White 
was most concerned about which 
actions Greenbelt should put into 
effect. Although only a few of the 
measures could directly affect 
Greenbelt, White said he would 
have council “encourage the city 
manager to implement those 
points” which directly affect 
Greenbelt, and “offer liaison and 
support to other (measures) that 
require the city’s co-operation.” No 
definite commitments to the plan 
have been made by Greenbelt, but 
the city is already practicing en¬ 
ergy saving measures. 

One measure involves improving 

public sector energy efficiency 
through control over building and 
vehicle fleet operations. James K. 
Giese, city manager, said that 
Greenbelt has already changed its 


police car fleet to smaller oars that 
consume less gas. Giese also said 
that Greenbelt has insulated and 
installed storm windows in its 
three buildings (the municipal and 
two recreation buildings). He said 
the city also increased specifica¬ 
tions in these areas for new build¬ 
ings. 

Another measure the city is tak¬ 
ing to conserve energy is convert¬ 
ing incandescent lighting to fluor¬ 
escent since fluorescent lights use 
less energy. Giese made a report 
to council concerning street light¬ 
ing, saying it is possible to con¬ 
vert those lights also. 

Currently there is an on-going 
program in which Greenbelt and 
the Goddard Space Center work to¬ 
gether. Every year NASA performs 
an energy audit on the city’s build¬ 
ings. Giese says the audit is rath¬ 
er extensive, but basically it ana¬ 
lyzes energy usage of the three 
city buildings and makes recom¬ 
mendations on how the city can cut 
down its energy consumption. This 
year’s figures have not yet been 
computed. 

No funds have been set aside for 
energy conservation in Greenbelt’s 
city budget, but anything the city 
needs in order to save energy 
comes out of a general purchasing 
fund.

Reminiscences of Early Springhill Lake 
Residents Recall Sixteen-Year History

This month the Springhill 
Lake Apartments will be 16 
years old. While occupancy of 
the development has undergone 
some demographic changes, the 
atmosphere of the 195-acre de¬ 
velopment remains much the 
same. 

Shortly after its construction in 

1963, Springhill Lake residents de¬ 
veloped a cohesive sense of com¬ 
munity. Problems which resulted 
from inadequate roads were dealt 
with by the residents, who “band¬ 
ed together,” said Barbara Claw¬ 
son, one of Springhill Lake’s first 
residents and in charge of the 
Greenbelt News Review’s circula¬ 
tion in Springhill Lake. “Politically 
we were responsible for putting 
some people on the city council,” 
she said—one, Joel Katz, was a 
resident of Springhill Lake. 

In 1971, two years later, another 
Springhill Lake resident, Gil Wei- 
denfeld, was elected to serve on 
Greenbelt’s city council. This poli¬ 
tical participation is one event 
which marked the beginning of the 
integral sense of community which 
evolved. 

“Kenilworth Avenue and Green¬ 
belt Road form what is like a 
natural boundary,” said Springhill 
Lake’s social director, Martha Sut¬ 
ton. Also one of the first residents, 
and social director since December 

1964, Sutton said she has seen an 
expansion in integration of Green¬ 
belt and Springhill Lake activity 
and program participation, “espec¬ 
ially since the city built the Spring¬ 
hill Lake Recreation Center. When 
I first came here,” she said, “I 
did not find that at all.” 

Of the early days in Springhill 
Lake, resident Clawson said, 
“Greenbelt didn’t care about the 


apartments.” Now, she said, 
“Greenbelt takes us into considera¬ 
tion.” 

Aside from the road barriers, the 
lack of integration in the early 
days of Springhill Lake could be 
attributed to attitudes of old 
Greenbelt that the city’s identity 
would change because of the rapid 
development of this period and the 
size of the development. 

Size of Development 

The development contains 3019 
rental units—977 one-bedroom, 1609 
two-bedroom, 298 three-bedroom, 15 
four-bedroom, and three sections 
of townhouses with 120 total units. 
It is one of the largest rental de¬ 
velopments in the East, and “the 
largest precinct registered in 
Prince Georges County,” said Claw¬ 
son. 

Financed for $2 million in 1963, 
the development is now valued at 
over $50 million and is inhabited 
by 9000 of Greenbelt’s 22,500 resi¬ 
dents. 

In the early days Springhill Lake 
was the home for “young mar- 
rieds,” said social director Sutton, 
but now there are an “awful lot 
of one-parent families, singles, col¬ 
lege students, and empty-nesters,” 
(parents whose children have 
grown and moved out on their 
own, she explained). Twenty-two 
of the original families who moved 
in in 1963 remain, according to Sut¬ 
ton. 

“There are still a lot of kids 
here,” said resident Lil Kleinberg, 
who moved in on Halloween night 
1963. “You see them all come out 
in the spring.” She describes 
Springhill Lake as “great for chil¬ 
dren and young couples, and the 
most wonderful place to bring up 
my son.” 

Animals weighing no more than 
25 lbs, and no taller than 15 inches 


were permitted in the early days, 
but the privilege was revoked 
when people started bringing in 
“elephants” said Kleinberg, re¬ 
ferring to a “cute” St. Bernard 
owned by one of her neighbors. 

The development rents 150 stu¬ 
dent apartments and 63 “adult” 
buildings for the elderly popula¬ 
tion. 

The high occupancy rate of 97% 
is due in part to the larger num¬ 
bers of business and government 
workers based temporarily in 
the Washington area, who don’t 
want to invest in ownership prop¬ 
erty 

The large development also con¬ 
tains 29 playgrounds, six basketball 
courts, six tennis eourts, an ele¬ 
mentary school, a shopping center, 
an office building, a six-hole golf 
course, and a three-acre lake. 

Future additions to the develop¬ 
ment on Springhill Lake North 
include a motel and three more of¬ 
fice buildings, for a total of four, 
including the one recently started, 
according to one of Springhill 
Lake’s developers, Harold Kramer. 

Additional apartment buildings 
are “the lowest on our list of 
priorities,” said Kramer. ‘"There’s 
no room.” 

Landscaping 

In the last two years $100,006 
was spent on landscaping, includ¬ 
ing “new trees and bushes, fenc¬ 
ing, new walls around one section 
of the townhouses, and decorated 
cinderblock,” said Kramer. 

Asked if there are currently any 
problems with the development, 
physically in need of repair, Kra¬ 
mer responded with a laugh, “the 
dandelions.”

Rosy Picture Pales 

Last week’s "rosy” picture of 
Greenbelt’s assessed valuation of 
$108,000,000 has faded, brightened 
and, alas, faded again. Assistant 
City Manager Dennis Piendak dis¬ 
covered last Friday that Greenbelt 
Homes had been listed twice. First, 
each individual property was as¬ 
sessed, but since tax bills are sent 
to GHI by super blocks, there was 
a second set of figures. A new com¬ 
puter programmer, unfamiliar with 
the unusual situation, included both 
sets of data. 

Thus on Friday, the assessment 
was back to the original $95,000- 
000 on which the city budget was 
based. 

Just to make sure, the city asked 
the county tax office to run a new 
printout, which it did over the 
weekend. The new results, which 
were announced Monday night at 
the county meeting, put the figure 
back up — $104,000,000, this time. 
However, by late Tuesday, Piendak 
told the News Review that the new 
printout had mistakenly included 
tax-exempt land. 

Piendak is pretty well satisfied 
that Greenbelt’s assessed valuation 
will now Stick at the original $95- 
000,000 — up 7.5% from a year ago.

On to Armory Parking Lot

Anyone coming along Greenbelt Road from NASA into Green¬ 
belt may be confused. As one approaches the intersection of 
Greenbelt Road and the Baltimore-Washington Parkway, a sign 
informs us that the BWI (Baltimore-Washington International 
Airport) Limo Terminal lies to the left, on the access road to the 
Hunting Ridge/Goddard Space Village apartment complex. One 
passes this sign, continues over the Parkway overpass and turns 
right onto Southway. Then one is surprised to see the familiar 
trailer, canopy and another sign, in the Armory parking lot, 
saying that this is the location of the BWI Limo Terminal. 


To clear up the confusion: as of 
May 17 the terminal has officially 
moved into the Greenbelt Armory 
Parking Lot. The Armory Parking 
Lot is located at Southway and 
Greenbelt Road, next to the Exval 
Co-op Gas Station. 

After two years in the old loca¬ 
tion, the Terminal is moving onto 
State-owned land at the Maryland 
National Guard Armory because of 
the imminent development of 
Greenway Shopping Center. 

Service 

The BWI Limousine Service is 
operated by Airway Limousine Ser¬ 
vice under contract with the Mary¬ 
land Department of Transporta¬ 
tion, thus allowing the firm to use 
State land. There are two basic 
facets of the Limo’s operation : 

A fleet of vans and station wa¬ 
gons operates out of the Greenbelt 
terminal, throughout Prince Geor¬ 
ges and Montgomery Counties. 
These provide a "door-to-depot” 
service to people. According to 
Keith Rawlinson, Assistant Gener¬ 
al Manager of Airway Limousine, 
this service is rather new in the 
airport industry. 

The passenger calls the Greenbelt 
dispatcher, at least four hours in 
advance or preferably the night 
before, reserving a place on the 
limo bus and arranging the place 
to be picked up. 

The van will pick up passengers 
at their homes and bring them to 
Greenbelt. Sometimes several pas¬ 
sengers not traveling together but 
living in the same area will be 
picked up on the same run. Runs 
are timed so that passengers do 
not have more than a twenty-min¬ 
ute wait in the terminal for the 


coach. In the terminal the passen¬ 
gers may wait in the trailer, where 
coffee and copies of some periodi¬ 
cals are available. All loading and 
unloading of baggage is done by 
limousine personnel. 

Reservations are needed for all 
services, as the dispatcher will tell 
the bus driver not to stop in Green¬ 
belt if no one has called ahead to 
be picked up. 

This "door-to-depot” service is 
not available for buses going to 
Washington, but service is provid¬ 
ed from Greenbelt to the Capitol 
Hilton, 16th & K Streets N.W. 
(the Washington terminal). The 
door-to-depot pick-up to BWI costs 
extra. Group rates are available. 

Although Greenbelt citizens are 
not likely to use the door-to-depot 
service, reservations must still be 
made at least one hour ahead of 
time for the “Kiss & Ride”. No 
overnight parking is available. 

Rawlinson told the News Re¬ 
view that the new door-to-depot 
service started because people do 
not want the inconvenience of 
driving to a central pick-up point 
and then taking the coach. If peo¬ 
ple found a more convenient meth¬ 
od of transportation, often they 
would not bother to cancel their 
reservations, resulting in wasted 
and costly runs. “We were faced 
with this situation where we had 
to (reduce) deficit spending.” Since, 
this new service has been imple¬ 
mented, the cost hovers just above 
the break-even point. 

The BWI Limo Terminal closes 
each night at 11:30 p.m.; however, 
the information and reservations 
number, 441-2345, is open 24 hours 
a day.

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Personnel Matters, Alternative Heating 
And Rehabilitation Occupy GHI Board

In one of its last regular 
meetings before the annual 
membership meeting, the Green- 
belt Homes, Inc., board received 
recommendations from its staff 
and committees on several mat¬ 
ters including personnel policy, 
rehabilitation questions, and ex¬ 
ploration of an alternative heat¬ 
ing system. 

As ap. aftermath of some recent 
employee unrest, the Personnel 
committee has developed a griev¬ 
ance policy for GHI employees 
which outlines steps an employee 
can take to air his or her griev¬ 
ance, and spells out the responsi¬ 
bilities of supervisors in processing 
such grievances. Essentially, the 
policy steers an employee com¬ 
plaint up the ladder from depart¬ 
ment head to general manager to 
the board of directors. If the em¬ 
ployee is not satisfied by the su¬ 
pervisor’s reply, within two weeks, 
the complaint goes to the manager 
who will make a ruling. However, 
if the manager is the first level at 
which the appeal is made, the em¬ 
ployee (department head) may 
take the grievance to the board. 
The board, upon consideration of 
the whole case, will either act di¬ 
rectly on the request or take an 
ad hoc committee’s recommenda¬ 
tion into account, with a final de¬ 
cision being made within two 
weeks. 

At first, the reaction of director 
Virginia Moryadas was that this 
should be discussed more fully at 
another board meeting. However 
directors Stephen Polaschik and 
Donald Volk argued against put¬ 
ting these personnel* recommenda¬ 
tions off any longer, and a mo- 
tien by the former was passed to 
approve the grievance procedures.

Tax Credit 

Applications for the 1979 Mary¬ 
land Homeowners’ Tax Credit 
Program are now available at GHI. 
Through this program, GHI mem¬ 
bers under 60 years old may re¬ 
ceive a tax credit of up to $450 
each year and those age 60 and 
over or the totally disabled may 
receive up to $900 each year. Eli¬ 
gibility is determined by the As¬ 
sessor’s office using a formula 
based on the amount of property 
tax a member pays and his com¬ 
bined gross family income. 

Anyone who thinks he may be 
eligible for a credit is urged to file 
an application. The State Depart¬ 
ment of Assessments and Taxation 
will determine eligibility and am¬ 
ount of the credit. Anyone who has 
previously filed for a tax credit will 
receive an application in the mail 
from the county. Anyone who has 
not previously applied may pick up 
an application from Sandra Barnes 
in the GHI offices on Hamilton 
Place. Deadline for filing is Septem¬ 
ber 1, 1979. This year, there is only 
one application form for those over 
and under 60 years of age. 

Rusty Water 

Many members have complained 
this week about rusty water. The 
problem is occurring because the 
WSSC is flushing the lines. GHI 
has been informed that WSSC in¬ 
tends to periodically flush the lines 
of the sediment which forms as a 
result of the hard water in our 
area. It is not advisable to do 
laundry while the lines are being 
flushed, but there is no harm in 
drinking the water. WSSC starts 
this process at 7:30 a.m. and ends 
at 4 p.m. Laundry may be washed 
after 4 p.m. without risk when the 
water is running clear All lines 
should be flushed by Friday after¬ 
noon.

Shinderman of that committee re¬ 
minded the board of the import¬ 
ance of such measures to GHI wor¬ 
kers and urged that they not be 
treated lightly. The first measure 
provides that employees be allowed 
to carry over unused sick leave in 
excess of the limit permitted by 
current policy, with the approval 
of the manager, to be used in case 
of protracted illness or extended 
hospitalization. A second measure 
provides that in unusual circum¬ 
stances management be authorized 
to extend the annual leave year 
period of an employee, up to three 
months. These were passed with¬ 
out debate. Additional proposals, 
dealing with material recognition 
upon retirement, and possible sub¬ 
stitutions of birthdays for formal 
holidays, ran into minor technical 
difficulties and the latter at least 
was passed back to the Personnel 
committee for clarification. 

Alternative Heating 

Earlier, on May 1, members of 
the board had met directly with 
representatives of Nelson Walker 
Associates, a firm that has propos¬ 
ed a new heating system that would 
burn trash as fuel. Now a next 
step requested by the firm, which 
would be spending out-of-pocket 
money to develop a more detailed 
report, was that GHI sign a pre¬ 
liminary non-binding agreement as 
a sign of concrete interest on its 
part. Though several board mem¬ 
bers were clearly impressed with 
the possibilities — director Wayne 
Williams urged “we should con¬ 
tinue to consider this” — most ex¬ 
pressed reservations about “biting 
the bullet”. Directors Volk and 
Margaret Hogensen balked at en¬ 
tering into any commitment at 
this time. Member Ed James from 
the floor questioned the firm’s fig¬ 
ures as being too optimistic and 
argued against allowing associated 
truck traffic into GHI areas, as 
did Hogensen. This negative con-

The threat of water pollution 
from sliding clay at the hill next 
to Beltway Plaza is not currently 
a serious problem but will be ob¬ 
served by State Water Resources 
inspectors, according to officials at 
the Water Resources Board. 

Ron Parise, regional chief of the 
Board’s Enforcement Division, said 
that “from a water pollution stand¬ 
point, the clay (that washes into 
nearby streams) is not a terrible 
problem.” Parise also said that his 
office had not made routine checks 
on the hill, adjacent to the Old 
Klein’s department store building, 
until a Greenbelt resident, Jack 
Steiffer, complained to the county 
about various problems at the shop- 


sensus led to a motion by director 
Norman Weyel to table the matter 
for the present. 

A sinking feeling 

A persistent problem of settling 
of the eight-unit structure 10 A-H 
Laurel Hill Road, due to unstable 
earth, has led to county orders to 
either repair the foundation or raze 
the building. A rough estimate of 
the cost of sinking 35-foot pilings 
is $100,000, which is economically 
unfeasible. Therefore the manager 
now asked for authorization to ob¬ 
tain bids for razing the building. 
Related problems need to be solved 
also, such as giving enough notice 
to the tenants so that they can re¬ 
locate. Directors Moryadas and 
Williams opted for asking the 
county for a ninety day extension 
(from May 25) on behalf of the 
tenants and also to give staff en¬ 
ough time for the razing operation. 
A motion was passed to proceed 
with the razing and to give the 
tenants until July 1 to vacate. The 
question of what disposal to make 
of the vacated land was passed on 
to the Long-Range committee by 
chairman Smith. 

Rehabilitation 

Some practical matters related to 
rehabilitation were taken up by 
the board also, including a request 
from a member at 9-S Research 
Road to install new triple-track 
storm windows. The member said 
she would paint and putty the win¬ 
dows prior to this improvement 
and cap the present wood trim and 
sills with aluminum; and will also 
insulate the unit, all at her own 
cost. This presented management 
with the policy question of how to 
divide maintenance and charges 
between member and corporation, 
in such a case. Though one board 
member expressed concern that 
this kind of procedure would, un¬ 
dercut the general renovation pro¬ 
ject, Smith reminded the board

ping center. 

According to an article in the 
Prince Georges County Journal 
several months ago, the unstable 
foundation of clay has caused sev¬ 
eral problems at the eastern end 
of the Greenbelt Road Plaza. 

Because of heavy snow over the 
winter and rains this spring, the 
clay hill is sliding more than usual. 
This may be a problem, since on 
top of the hill is a county school 
bus lot. At the bottom of the hiil 
the clay is seeping over walls built 
to keep it out of the parking lot. 

Currently the problem is being 
handled by the Maryland State De¬ 
partment of Natural Resources, 
according to a Prince Georges 
County Building Inspection official.

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Postal Distribution Facility Sites Listed 
Center Businesses Support Services

The post office, one of Green- 
belt’s top stories of 1978, was a 
subject at both regulatr city 
council meetings during April. 
On April 2, city council heard 
from concerned businesses in 
the commercial center and on 
April 16, council listed possible 
sites for a postal distribution 
facility. In addition, Senator 
Paul S. Sarbanes has made as¬ 
surances that he will follow 
closely the proposed post office 
relocation. 

'Last fall the membership of GHI, 
fearful that the post office would 
leave Greenbelt, voted to sell 1.39 
acres at the corner of Parkway and 
Orescent for a new postal facility. 
However, Greenbelt citizens expres¬ 
sed their opposition to the sale. In 
January, city, county and postal 
officials met with Congresswoman 
Gladys Spellman to examine the is¬ 
sue. As a result of that meeting, 
postal officials agreed to make an 
in-depth study of a split of postal 
functions into two facilities — one 
for customer services to remain in 
the Center and one for distribution 
services to be located elsewhere. 

At that time Maryland National 
Capital Park and Planning Com 
mission (MNCPPC) officials offered 
help in the search for sites for the 
distribution facility. This offer was 
reiterated by James Collins, Chief 
of the General Planning Division, 
in a letter dated February 8, to 
Theodore Wade, Post Office Realty 
Management and Acquisition Spe¬ 
cialist. Using a computerized file, 
MNCPPC compiled a list of public¬ 
ly-owned vacant land in the Green¬ 
belt Area. Evelyn Martin, Senior 
Planner for MNCPPC, said the list 
had been sent to the post office on 
March 30, but MNCPPC had not yet 
heard anything from postal offic¬ 
ials. Seven sites are included on 
the list, ranging in size from 51.4 
acres to 1.14 acres. Of the seven, 
only the East Greenbelt Elemen ¬ 
tary-Junior-Senior High School site 
located on parcel 2 has been de¬ 
clared surplus. Also on the list are 
the Smith-Ewing Elementary and 
Junior High sites, Robert Frost 
Neighborhood Park-School site, 
Marietta Woods Neighborhood 
Playground site, and Schrom Com¬ 
munity Park site. The Dresden 
Green Neighborhood Playground 
site, also on the list, was acquired 
through donation and cannot legal¬ 
ly be disposed of. MNCPPC does 
not have a computerized listing of 
privately owned lands. Research-

ing private lands would “depend on 
the scope of the undertaking,” Mar¬ 
tin said. “We are limited in our 
budget/’ she admitted. 

Private Land 

At the April 16 council meeting, 
City Manager James Giese pro¬ 
vided council with a list of pri¬ 
vately-owned land it might con¬ 
sider for a post office distribution 
facility. After some discussion, 
council directed staff to suggest 
several sites to postal officials. The 
sites included unsubdivided land at 
Beltway Plaza, property at the end 
of Hanover Parkway outside city 
limits, part of parcel 15 owned by 
Consolidated Syndicates between 
the American Legion and the Belt- 
way, and property near Edmonston 
Road and Kenilworth Avenue ex¬ 
tended from either the farm or pri¬ 
vate lands. 

Council added the proviso that 
access to the parcel 15 site be from 
Legion Drive, not Greenbelt Road. 
Councilmen Richard Castaldi and 
Thomas White were concerned that 
access to the parcel 15 site not be 
from Greenbelt Road because it 
would increase traffic problems. 
Councilman Charles Schwan stated 
that he wanted to maintain the ag¬ 
ricultural research center as a green 
area. However, the surplus land 
which might be available is on the 
periphery of the research grounds. 
Castaldi felt that when Kenilworth 
Avenue was widened, there might 
be some surplus land. White noted 
that there was a vacant building on 
the corner of Powder Mill and Ed¬ 
monston Roads and commercial 
land on Sunnyside Avenue. 

Council rejected the E.M, Jones 
property across from the Green¬ 
belt Armory and east of Holy Cross 
Lutheran Church. Schwan did not 
feel the property was appropriate 
because it is a private residence. 
Mayor Pro Tem Gil Weidenfeld did 
not want the resident to have to 
move. On the other hand, Castaldi 
felt the two-acre residential site 
was uneconomical and would not 
stay residential because of its lo¬ 
cation. City Solicitor Emmett Nan- 
na found the whole discussion “ac¬ 
ademic” because the owner did not 
want to move and the post office 
would not condemn. 

Center Businesses 

At its April 2 meeting, council 
received a letter from Leo Gerton 
representing the owners and man¬ 
agers of businesses in the center 
mall. The letter expressed sup¬ 
port for the separation of postal 
services. It stated that the owners 
and managers “unanimously agree 


that the customer service section of 
the office, the lobby containing the 
postal boxes, stamp and parcel post 
counter, must remain in the cen¬ 
ter.” It noted that this was import¬ 
ant to the viability of the commer¬ 
cial center. 

Giese notified council that the 
city had received a letter from 
Wade stating that a study was 
being done of the feasibility of 
a split operation. Councilman Gil 
Weidenfeld added that he had been 
contacted by a staff member of 
Senator Paul Sarbanes for infor¬ 
mation about the postal situation 
and the concerns of Greenbelt’s 
citizens. Senator Sarbanes had re¬ 
ceived a letter from John Lintner 
of the Post Office Government Re¬ 
lations Department stating that the 
post office was working with the 
city of Greenbelt and “waiting for 
information from the city as to the 
possibility of their making space 
available which meet their con¬ 
cerns.” 

Postal Representative George 
Dennison told the News Review 
that the post office was awaiting a 
city decision on their request for 
exclusive use of parking facilities 
for the post office at a Candy Cane 
■City site or a small expansion of 
the present facility. Although he 
had read in the January 25 issue 
of the News Review that city coun¬ 
cil would not agree to exclusive 
postal parking he said the post 
office has not received any official 
correspondence on the matter. 

Dennison also stated that Giese’s 
suggestion that the post office be 
expanded under the canopy in front 
and the basement renovated for 
employee facilities was "not one of 
the alternatives we’re willing to 
consider.” He explained that postal 
officials did not think it was feas¬ 
ible and did not want to incur the 
expense of an architect. Dennison 
said he was waiting for real estate 
information on possible distribution 
sites before he could finish the 
study of a split in facilities. After 
he received that information, he 
said it would take two weeks to 
complete the study.

To Gas Shortage, Says Casula

shuttle bus stops. 

Anyone interested in using a 
shuttle bus service to the New 
Carrollton Metro stop should call 
Casula’s office at 952-3887 during 
normal business hours. 

“The parking situation is getting 
worse all the time at the New Car¬ 
rollton station, especially as gaso¬ 
line becomes more expensive and 
harder to get,” Casula said. He 
thought a shuttle bus service from 
the Laurel - Greenbelt - Beltsville 
area — could be a solution.

that at the special membership 
meeting such an option was speci¬ 
fically included, A motion was 
therefore passed to approve the 
member's request subject to the 
following conditions: (a) the mem¬ 
ber will be responsible for future 
maintenance of the existing win¬ 
dows; Ob) the member will agree 
to share in the court’s assigned 
renovation costs as determined by 
management; (c) the application of 
cellulose insulation in outer walls 
of the unit is to be done by an ap¬ 
proved contractor. 

The manager brought up a re¬ 
lated issue that to fulfill state re¬ 
quirements a separate corporation 
needs to be set up to administer 
the rehabilitation project. It was 
suggested that perhaps the exist¬ 
ing Greenbelt Development Cor¬ 
poration (GDC) could serve, and 
the manager agreed to look into 
this possibility which would save 
some time; otherwise steps will be 
initiated to set up a new corpor¬ 
ation for the purpose.

Springhill Lake 
History Recalled

While the early days of Spring¬ 
hill Lake were marked by high 
political involvement, “we don't 
seem to have as many civic organ¬ 
izations now," said social director 
Sutton. Kleinberg recalls the early 
days as “politically fun." “Now 
we have to really work at it," said 
Clawson, of the poltical activity. 

The largest participation in the 
community, Sutton observes, is for 
“any kind of class. Almost any 
type of a class for adults or chil¬ 
dren is well received," she said. 
Weight programs and athletic clas¬ 
ses are especially popular. Sutton 
attributes this to a high sense of 
physical awareness. “People are so 
weight conscious," she said. 

The Springhill Lake fencing club 
got so large," she said, “they ex¬ 
panded to Greenbelt," in need of 
more room and more nights to 
meet. 

Sutton is responsible for pro¬ 
grams held at the community 
house and puts out the monthly 
newsletter, the “Springhill Lake 
Social Whirl,” which contains a ros¬ 
ter of the month’s activities and 
programs. 

Other activities include CPR in¬ 
struction (cardiopulmonary resus¬ 
citation), karate, ballet, tapdanc¬ 
ing, bridge, chess and backgam¬ 
mon, disco, and swimming. 

Greenbelt and Springhill Lake’s 
integration can be seen plainly in 
the fact that “Many of our people 
liked the community so much they 
bought homes in Greenbelt," said 
Clawson. One of the first to move 
to a home in Greenbelt was Coun¬ 
cilman Gil Weidenfeld. “A lot of 
people have moved from Springhill 
Lake to Greenbelt since then," said 
Sutton. 

Of Springhill Lake, residents are 
content with everything it is and 
has had to offer for 16 years. “It 
supplied every need," said Clawson. 
“You can have as much of a social 
life out of it as you want,” said 
Kleinberg; “it has everything for 
everybody."

Bagged leaves, tree and shrubbery trimmings and all special trash 
should be placed in the yard near the location where regular trash is 
collected, and a special trash pick up request should be made by calling 
474-8004. 

City ordinance prohibits the placing of special trash or litter along 
the City roadsides. Except for heavy items such as appliances, which 
require special collection equipment, the City usually collects all special 
trash within a few days of the time the request is made. If a resident 
has more than one type of item to be picked up, the request may have 
to be handled by more than one City crew. For this reason partial 
pick-ups are sometimes made.
